Mr, Dick was guest speaker at a 
meeting of the Rotary Club held 
today in the Macdonald hotel. 

Present consumption of natural 
gas in Alberta is 49 billion cubic 
feet a year, and construction of the 
lines would increase the consump 
tion to 155-billion cubic feet a year 

Under these circumstances, he 
eaid, the proven reserves would last 
for some nine years, and the total 
of proven and probable reserves 
wouid iast oniy 23 years. 

Synthetic oil plants,.which were 
being considered for Alberta prior 
to the discovery of the Leduc field | 
and may stil] be constructed, would 
further reduce the expected life- 
time of the fields to eight and 20 
years respectively, Mr, Dick said. 

At present rates of consumption 
in Alberta, the proven reserves are 
expected to last over 28 years and 
the combined proven and possible

Present proven reserves are esti 
mated to total 1,433 billion cubic 
feet, and possible reserves, 2,185 
billion cubic feet. Saskatchewan s_ 
proven and possible reserves are - 
estimated to be 65 billion cunic 
feet, Mr. Dick said.

Canada’s austerity program is “highly disturbing” to 
Switzerland, which formerly made heavy purchases of Ca- 
nadian wheat and other cereals, 


Dr. Victor Nef, Swiss ambassador | 
to Canada, said here today that 
further reductions in Canadian pur- 
chases from Switzerland must re- 
sult in the Swiss reducing imports 
from Canada, He explained: 

“Prior to the austerity program 
Canada had a favorable trade bal- 
ance with Switzerland, amounting 
to a about $10,000,000 per year, The 
austerity program has further re- 
duced Canadian buying in Switzer- 
land and in turn Switzerland will 
have to cut down imports from 
Canada. This is very disturbing to 
Switzerland,” the ambassador said. 


FROM ARGENTINE 

Switzerland has been buying cer- 
eals and wheat. from Canada, Re- 
cently she was unable to purchase 
wheat from Canada, Last year she 
imported wheat from the Argentine, 
lower in quality than the Canadian 
grain and at much higher prices, 

Because she cannot have Cana- 
dian wheat, the Swiss were recent- 
ly forced to negotiate a deal with 
Russia, Dr, Nef said, Prior to the 
war Swiss obtained 97 per cent of 
wheat requirements from Canada. 

Dr. Nef is making his first tour 
of western Canada, visiting Swiss 
consulates at Winnipeg and Van- 
couver, 

In Edmonton he called on His 
Honor Lt.-Gov, J. C, Bowen and 
Premier Ernest Manning.

LOOKING BACKWARD 


1888—60 Years Ago 


Otta J, Klotz, DTS, and party 
arrived to take astronomical 
observationg to determine the 
exact longtitude of Edmonton.

However the average housewife 
does not have time to master all the 
scientific and technical terms used 
in studies of nutrition but she is not 
ignorant of their value. 

To save her time and yet to 
satisfy her desire to doe the right 
thing the Division of Nutrition of 
the Department of National Healtn 
and Welfare put out a list called 
“Canada’s Food Rules” which is 
listed below. 

We suggest that the housewife 
use this for her guide in planning 
her meals and doing her shopping 
In this way we know that she can 
stretch her food dollars to include 
health as well as food, 


CANADA'S FOOD RULES 

(Approved by the Canadian 
Council on Nutrition), 

These fodds for health should be 
eaten daily. 

1, Milk—Adults % to 1 pint, chil 
dren 1% pints to 1 quart. 

2. Fruits—One serviffg of citrus 
\fruit of tomatoes or their juices, 
and one other fruit, 

3. Vegetables—At least one serv- 
ing of potatoes; at least two serv- 
ings of other vegetables preferably 
jleafy green or yellow and fre- 
quently raw, 

4, Cereals and Bread—One serv- 
ing of a whole grain cereal and at 
least four slices of Canada's Ap- 
proved Vitamin B Bread (whole 
wheat, brown or white) with but- 
ter, 

5. Meat and Fish—One serving of| 
meat, fish or meat alternates such) 
as beans, peas, nuts, eggs or | 
cheese, Liver frequently. 

6. Eggs and Cheese—At 
three times a week each 

Iodized salt is recommended, A 
fish liver oil should be given to 
children and expectant mothers 
and may be advisable for other

“Six years,” she replied, She 
said later she meant six months, 

Her first question was whether 
the African continent extended 
further south than South Amer- 
ica, 

“Africa,” Mrs. Shelley answer- 
ed, She was wrong, But accord- 
ing to the rules of the contest 
the other contestants had to dis- 
pute her answer if she was to 
lose out, They didn’t, So she won | 
a wrist watch, 

The next question she answer- 
ed correctly — that a zebra’s 
stripes run in more than one 
direction, So she won a bigger 
prize, 

For the third question Mrs. 
Shelley was asked, “Is the planet 
Mercury, or Venus, closer to the 
sun?” 

“Venus,” she answered. Again 
she was wrong. Again she went 
unchallenged and won a prize. 

On the fourth question, and 
gateway to the $17,000 jackpot, 
Mrs. Shelley answered correctly 
that the motto, “In God We 
Trust,” Was on the head side of 
the new 25-cent piece. 

The jackpot included a 1948
